There has been an increase of thirty- 
one iii the student body and also nu 
increase iii endowment funds, and 
last, but by no m eans least, we are 
now facing tIn* im m ediate prospect 
of having a 
building all our own. 
This, as you have already learned, 
is due to the generosity of Mr. and 
Mrs. H arper Kirby of Austin. 
T he 
Kirby Hull, 
a handsome 
building, 
donated 
by 
Mr. aud Mr*. K irby, 
cost s i 25,000, j* now being used. 
Along w ith these other im prove­ 
ments. there ha* been a decided im ­ 
provement iii tile spirit of the theo­ 
logical deportm ent. 
The 
student 
body seem* to have a deeper appre­ 
ciation of their call not only to ser­ 
vice but to 
profound 
spirituality. 
For tin* Coining year we are to have 
three new professors in the School 
of Theology. 
This i* made possible 
very largely through the co-opera­ 
tion of the Hoard of Missions. 
We 
a re still in need of a larger endow* 
meld fund in order to take la tte r 
care of our 
facility 
and 
sir dent 
body. 
N orthern institutions are of 
faring larger scholarships than we 
are enabled to offer w ith our limit- 
d means. We deem it of prim® im­ 
portance that our young preachers 
should get their first training in a 
school in 
which the 
peculiar doc­ 
trines and policy of our church are 
presented, 
It enables them not only 
to begin their work w ith m ore effi 
rieney hut 
with 
a larger loyalty. 
Most of our young preachers are 
very limited in their means and need 
assistance 
in order 
to thoroughly 
d p i ip themselves. 
O ur nation edu­ 
cates their 
soldiers; 
th e 
church 
should do no less. 
T he Academie lh partm ent. during 
the past year, had an increase of at 
tendance of 
17.”. 
This was fairly 
well distributed through tile various 
elasses. 
There was an increase of 
about one hundred thirty-five JHP- 
cent in the graduate school. 
In the 
School of Music there was a healthy 
increase. 
The School 
of Commerce contin­ 
ues its high standard of efficiency 
and is being patronised as is also 
true of our 
School of Journalism . 
There Is a growing number of young 
people, hoth men and women, who 
are taking courses in these schools 
and while they 
are 
getting their 
general training are also specifical­ 
ly preparing themselves for a defi 
nile calling. 
The Schools of Music and Art are 
tieing m aintained at tile high stand 
Ord which has been previously set. 
We have the very best trained men 
and women 
in these 
schools aud 
their ability as a rtists and teachers 
is being 
continuously 
reflected in 
the student l>od> tHat goes out from 
your institution. 
On the recom m endation p f P resi­ 
dent Sci coma ii. 
the 
Board recom­ 
mended that w ithin tile next seven 
years we try to increase our endow­ 
ment and building fund* by ten m il­ 
lion dollars. This is not an im possi­ 
ble task and if all will give us th eir 
hearty prayers and supt*irt it may 
Ik? attained.
